Dear Sir, 

I address you not in the expectation this letter will reach you but out of the 
b-lie^ that I raise natters that should be known to those around you* I presume that 
•his letter will be forwarded in channel. I hope it is with instructions that the 
Department behave better than it has to the and that I need not so to court and sue 
the Department. 



Some years ago, unaer the provisions first of FOlA and Then also of the Privacy 
Act, I asked the Department for certain regulations of the 1947 period and for any and 
six records on or about ms. To date X have 'seen unable to obtain either the regulations 
or a xenial of them and a have obtained only some of the other records together with 
overtly false assurances of completeness. 



There were also a few records your spooks certified have to be wi chhald for national 
security reasons. With the passing of three decades this seems at least improbable, how- 
ever, there are regulations and an executive order covering such matters and there is the 
Requirement that what is "reasonable segregable" be provided. So, with regard to what is 
alleged to ae of such a nature that it could endanger the nation I ask that X be provided 
that which is reasonably aegregable. ihr certain this has to include the classification 
and the certification of the propriety of continued classification under £. 0 . 1 1652 . 
i do not hide my reason from you: your spooks, and not they alone, fear embarrassment. 

oreinariiy I would not have permitted all that tine to pass that nassed since 
th- Department did not respond to my more recent letters that include an af>peal.Bow- 
cver, - have oeen in imperiect health and with increasing age devote all the trim* I can 
x .0 sever&x large inquiries, into the assassinations of President Kennedy and Dr. king. 

*ith regard to each she Department of Justice nas informed several federal court that I 
an more expert than anyone in the FBI. Currently - and involuntarily - I am a consultant 
io rhat Department’s ^ivil Division because it persuaded a federal judge of this expertise 
and dependability. 

i was reminded of the Department failures to live within these Acts by finding 
several of my own relevant records. One is ziy wife * 3 shorthand notes of a contemporaneous 
memorandum i made in 1947, ths other the* enclosed letter from those gentlemens who were 
my counsex when I was the innocent victim of evil men in and out of the Department of State 
ana timid men in high position within the Department. 



i think you will recognize tie names of sy counsel and will not discount th»ir words 
x assure you that my wife’s shorthand reletes to records that have to exist within the 
department, that could not possibly have oeen missed in any honest search and that have 
not oeen provided. If your staff is not familiar with the statutory requirements, it is 
tfcat aearcn&s be male with due diligence and in good faith. 

Subsequent to my receipt of what the Department falsely represented as all its relevant 
" i received from other agencies what leaves no doubt of the dishonesty of the letters 

1: * !? to “J - 70u CJra * the wron e conclusion I hasten to add that I am without doubt 

ufaa. tnoee who signed the letters did not conduct the searches ana that they acted upon 
what they had oeen told, with this intended fairness I also add that while I do not have 

a copy o. ay immolate ana angry response it shoulu have! lead any diligent official to 
raquirs still a further search. 



It was fox* a wfailt a cause eelefcre when in 1547 the Department fired 10 of us 
under the provisions of tbs clearly un-Ccuxo ti tutional -Ct , sines so held by the courts. 
There was no h axing. TheJ*^ never was even an allegation of charges, leave alone a 
statement of then. «o chain " 8 to confront anything - not even a piece of paper if not 
an accuser. And supposedly recourse. 

The result was a virtual pogrom. Aside from mistaken identity - and there was that - 
to the baa t of sy knoviedge -Mere was no basis fox any of it. 

If y ou would like to learn for yourself how the so-called sa urity people can and 
do influence, even control policy, if you' a lira to learn how they do control the Kinds 
erf Binds upon which the Sec retail can draw and the limitations imposed in othar ways by 
their control over whe can be employed , a fine education is yours from ay case. 

My interest in obtaining the pertinent regulations coses froa the fact that I was 
not paid for the months between 37 gnssssxy dismissal -gne the embarrassed acceptance of 
a resignation. I want to know if the Department had the obligation of informing as of 
ay lights or of paying me for that time.* -a t the leax,t, it seems to me, I should have a 
response- and a copy ef tbs applicable regul atioaa. I am required to ask for an identifiable 
record. I submit I have. 

hy interest in obtaining all the records about me is to be able to esercisa uy 
rights under the rrivacy Act. Until the je nsxd ^^ complies with the Act and pxovidaa 
all the records it has and refers me to other*: 01 which it .mows I am effectively aenied 
these rights and the Act is nullif ied. 

I 3S. past 64 years of age, have dene the weru' T*va indicated and have began to 
deposit sy records in a university ays tea. Aside ffo® what is ay right while I am 
alive I want to be able to confront and refute all t . hi3 viciouaiseaa, the anti- 
AndricacisiB so that continued misuse of it say not be intruded into my work and 
its acceptability. 

If zhs Department does act comply with these pro ter x^iue.rta end do ao fully and 
in .good faith I will have no choice. I will have to take al 1 ' ,f this «>uart* I have 
so desire to create any scandals - if I have a choi ce. I thzt »?hat the 

DepertJiivint did is scandalous. do, I believe, is this ef 6 ft to P®rpetuate it,. , 

Thank your or your associates for anything they say do to oJ '*® 5 - 11 S°°d-faitV 
cGiupxiance with the Acts*
